"Seventh*  For  the  purpose  of  providing 
funds  for  the  payment  of  the  bequests  in  the  first 
and  second  clauses  of  my  will  specified,  I will 
and  devise  to  my  executrix  in  trust,  to  sell  and 
convey  * * * the  following  tract  of  land,  being 

part  of  the  south  half  of  the  north-east  quarter 
of  Section  ten,  in  Township  thirty,  Range  twelve 
east,  containing  59*50  acres,  being  the  same  land 
conveyed  to  me  by  Samuel  Kanna  and  wife,'  Nov*  19  th, 
1.840,  situated  in  the  said  County  of  Allen,  bounded 
on  the  north  by  the  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  and  the  grounds  of  the 
Catholic  Cemetery  on  the  east;  by  the  edition  of 
Ed  sail  and  Stophlet,  to  the  said  city,  on  the  south 
by  Ewings  out  lots  and  on  the  west  by  the  St.  Marys 
River,  which  land  1 devise  to  my  executrix  in  trust
